HEALTH AND 


HYGIENE.

T has been said that this is a generation 
| which idolises quacks, and in order to 

prove the truth of the statement one only 
has to study the advertisements in the columns 
of the daily papers, in which cures for all 
the ills to which the flesh is heir are freely 
promised to the buyer. . 

The President of the Royal College ot 
Surgeons, speaking the other day at the dis- 
tribution of prizes to the students, made the 
pronouncement that, “' the difficulty of the 
medical profession is the easy credulity of 
men, who, shrewd in their own business, are 
ready to be duped by the newest and most 
absurd of medical quatkeries, anc we are 
| handicapped in .consequence by coming too 
| late into the field with the scientific weapons 
which can relentlessly check and overcome 
advancing disease.” 

There is no doubt that the question of 
health is one that has a profound interest for 
us all, to whom, indeed, the best wealth is 
health. Yet how many of us lose our health 
in the pursuit of wealth, and then use our 
wealth in regaining health. bebo to read ol 
the marvels achieved in ar surgery is to 
lead our minds into a kind of medical fairy- 
land, in which the most wonderful transfor- 
mations are effected as if by magic, and the 

real “'wonder- 


medical man becomes our 
man!” 

Great as are the miracles oí modern surgery, 
the possibilities of preventive measures are 
even greater, “To those who have eyes to per- 
ceive, it is quite obvious that a large number 
of illoesses are quite preventible, for with 
ordinary care they might be averted. When 
we see the present day girl or woman going 
at full speed, burning the candle, not only at 
both ends, but in the middle as well, we can- 
not wonder if she has a nervous breakdown, 
and becomes a physical wreck. Yet this is 
unnecessary, to ought not to be. Life is 
like a bottle. of champagne; there is only a 
certain amount of fizz in| it, and if we let it 
all off in our youth, old age will find us stale 
and fiat. And do we not know that cham. 
pagne at night means real pain in the morn- 
i 

iú a recent College function to which I was 
invited I noticed the worn and strained look 
of many of the “‘ sweet girl craduates,” and 
yet I do not think it was entirely owing to 
mental work and preparation for examina- 
tions. Probably it was caused by a general 
disregard for the rules of health, and the at- 
tempt to combine their studies with too many 
gaieties and other interests. And I felt that 
perhaps we of an earlier generation were not 
so badly off after all, with our regular hours, 
our more sedate pleasures, our daily exercise 
in the fresh air, and our long hours for sleep 
and rest, for thereby we laid up a reserve of 
strength for the days of stress and strain 
which come to all in due course. who 
have no reserve, but use up all their vitality 
as they along, simply go under in the 
battle of life, but those who have economised: 
their forces have something to fall back wpon. 

It is certainly a fact that simple precau- 
tions against disease, easily within reach of 
all, are often the most efficacious. Familiar 
to everyone is the story of the young hospital 
probationer, who, when asked to name the 
two best: disinfectants, racked her brain to 
think of the latest, but never thoucht of 
answering, as she was. meant to do. “ Fresh 


air and sunshine.” Not to be despised was 


— 


the advice of an old physician, ‘‘ Smash the 
windows,” on encountering the germ-laden aip 
of a tightly closed sick-room, or his injunction 
to the mother of aa ill-nourished child, “Give 
him the key of the jam cupboard.'' 

In going about town one is struck by the 
daily and hourly danger to which the inhabi. 
tants .are quite unnecessarily exposed 
It makes me almost shudder when | 
see the dust cart going its rounds on one of 
those windy days we know so well in Dublin, 
the dust blowing about, and dirty pieces of 
paper left in its track, and I think regretfully 
of the hygienic covered carts [ have seen in 
Austria, from which ne rubbish can possibly 

In wr yoy i it is a punishable offence 
to td allow bread to be uncovered in the streets; 
yet in Dublin the vans go merrily 
around, with the loaves on the top exposed to 
the contaminating influence of the dust and 
dirt of the city. In many other ways we are, 
it seems, behing the Continental towns. For 
instance, a lady has just passed my window 
with two hatpins aticking at least two inches 
out of her hat, to the danger of all she comes 
near; But in Poland she would have been 
fined by the police-for such careless disregard 
of others, for I remember once, when entering 
the compartment of sa train in that country, | 
observed a notice in three languages, warning 
the women passengers not to allow their hat.

Take one pint cream, two tablespoon- 
fuls castor sugar, half tin peaches, hal} 
ounce gelatine, and warm water. Dhis- 
solve the gelatine *- a very (ttle warm 
water. Whip .the cream stiffly, and add 
the sugar. Chop the peaches in small 
pieces, and miz all together. Pour into 
a mould and leave to set. 


BROWN SOUP. 

Cut up into small pieces, and free from 
fat, two pounds meat or hough; put into 
a pan where two ounces of fat ries i been 
melted, brown the meat well, and add 
gradually three quarts cold water and a 
good snap bone, stirring well. Bring to 
the boil, and add pieces of carrot, turnip, 
onion and celery. Simmer for three 
hours, strain, return to pan, add one 
ounce cornflour, made into a smooth paste 
with water; boil up and serve. Add 
forcemeat balls ten Sadamie before serv- 
ing.

Shipping and Trade. 

Of all the many industries in which the 
people of these islands are ‘interested 
Shipping, perhaps, is the most im- 
portant. The condition of “the shipping 
‘industry serves as an. index to. the 
prosperity of trade. In an article 
which is printed in a special number of 
the Glasgow Herald to-day, Mr. Grant 
Barclay, President of the Shipbuilding 
Employers’ Federation, gives a very in- 
teresting analysis of the present situation. 
The shipbuilding industry is improving, 
but it still has an enormous: amount of 
leeway to overhaul, In the last generation 
before the war the construction of. ships 


‘of war gave a great stimulus to thé in- 


dustry, The nations were vieing with one 
another in the building of hig vessels, and 
there. was more than enough work, for 
everybody. When the war came plant and 
personnel in Great Britain were increased 
by some. thirty per cent. in order to 

cope with the e-er-growing demand for 
merchant tonnage, and at the end of 1918 
the industry was in a highly flourishing 
condition, Then naval building, “stopped, 
and gradually the demand for tonnage iell 
until it almost vanished. The shipbuilding 
industry then found itself with nedrly 
double the facilities which it had before 
the war and also with double the number 
of workmen, but, to all intents and -pur- 


. | poses, without orders. During the last 


three years the quarterly average for new 


and tonnage was only 150,000, compared with 


500,000 for the three years which preceded 


the war. 


According to Mr. Barclay, however, the 
last quarter of the present year has. shown 
a marked improvement. Despite & long 
stoppage in the earlier part of the year, 


present half Europe is arming against the 
other half, honest work is at a discount, and, 
with the exceptions of Italy and Czecho- 
Slovakia; none of the Continental nations is 
making the slightest attempt to’ straighten 
its finances. In the circumstances optimism 
concerning the: shipping, or, for that 


matter,’ any other industry, would “be |, 


foolish. ‘There is some consolation, how- 
ever, in the knowledge that the present 
situation canhot last for ever, and that, 
jn Britain and Ireland at any rate, men 
are setting their minds again to the con- 
structive tasks of life.

i The Tailteann Games. 


Nobody. likes to. discourage honest 
enthusiasm, and the Free State's Post- 
inaster-General is ah honest enthusiast in 
the matter of the Tailteann Games... Mr. 
Walsh's project-is entirely -admirable, alike 
in its patriotic pride, its Pindaric feeling 
‘for the dignity of athletics and its shrewd 
eye to economic gain. He proposes. .at 
once to'celebrate and to advertise the birth 
of the Free State by an athletic festival 
which will attract the ‘‘ sea-divided Gael,” 
his sons and grandsons, to.

Already the Games have suffered 
postponement, on account of the country’s 
unsettléd conditions ; but that difficulty is 

now less formidable,and,; as we understand, 
definite ts lave been made for 
the festival in August of the coming year. 
Mr. Walsh expécts that one hundred 
thousand visitors will come to Dublin from 
the United States and, in that propor- 
tion, Great Britain, the Dominions and 
Ireland's: friends on the Continent of 
Europe ought to send another twenty or 
thirty thousand, If nothing “ gangs agley,”
